The Gazette will not apologize to city 
council for an article which questioned why 
city hall staff members would have any 
discussions on a shopping centre develop- 
ment with a group of non-owners, who are 
not developers, and who stood to make a 
tidy profit if they could gain quick approval 
for a foodstore within the Galarneau centre. 

The editorial suggested that such promo- 
ters might offer “something under the 
table,” the point being that this was a further 
reason for city staff not to hold discussions 
with non-owners and non-developers, and for 
elected representatives not to permit such

discussions. Negotiations with non-owners 
appear to be at variance with the city’s 
development agreement guidelines for 
shopping centres. 

The Gazette stands by its position that the 
elected representatives should investigate 
the circumstances surrounding discussions 
of this development. We were surprised that 
only one elected member asked to see the 
documents supporting the article. These 
were made available to that member and 
would have been made available to any 
member of council. However, most of the 
council appears to prefer the costly legal 


route. 

Remarks of Aldermen at Monday night’s 
council meeting could be interpreted as 
Slanderous against the Gazette. However, 
we can take the heat, and have taken it 
many times from council. 

Over the years, the paper has commended 
all members of council on occasion and 
criticized them on occasion. Which is how 
we see the role of the newspaper.

In compliance with the 
new Planning Act, the City of 
St. Albert's planning staff 
has drawn up a draft area 
structure plan for the La- 
combe Park East--Mission 
Park East area. An area 
structure plan provides a 
framework for subdivision 
and future development for 
lands within city boundaries. 
The public can look at the 
proposed bylaw which will 
officially institute the plan if 
passed. The proposed bylaw 
is available for examination 
at city hall from 9 - 4:30 p.m. 
and on May 22, a public 
hearing will be held at 8:15, 

In drafting the plan, the 
planners worked with the 
Municipal Planning Com- 
mission to determine hous- 
ing ratios, school sites and 
environmental reserve dedi- 
cations. 

The area covered by the 


plan consists of 200 acres 
between the developed por- 
tion of Lacombe Park/Mis- 
sion Park and Highway 2. 
The area extends north from 
St. Vital Avenue to the as yet 
unbuilt Giroux Road. A ridge 
runs in a north-south direc- 
tion through the centre of the 
area. 

In considering the 200 
acres, planners divided the 
territory into what are 
termed ‘development cells’. 
The three cells are the 25 
acres south of McKenney 
Avenue; 96 acres north of 
McKenney Avenue, within 
city limits, and 79 acres north 
of Cell 2, within the MD of 
Sturgeon.

Then-MLA Ernie Jamison 
arranged for the sale of the 
site -- east of the city and 
adjacent to the Poundmaker 
Lodge site -- in February. 
The land, which is in the MD 
of Sturgeon, was to be 
shared as a municipal ceme- 
tery and a Royal Canadian 
Legion Field of Honor. 

Negotiations stalled when 
council members decided the 
site was too far from the city. 
Aldermen felt that poor road 
conditions, insufficient water 
supplies and uncertainty 
about future land uses in the 
area all added up to make the 
site undesirable. 

But at Monday night's 
meeting the aldermen 
agreed that the low cost of 
the property, its favorable 
size and topography, accep- 
tance of it by the MD of 
Sturgeon, and a lack of other 
options overrode the earlier 


objections. 

In voting to acquire the 
land, Alderman Margare 
Smith said she had hoped the 
city could get acreage south 
of St. Albert so that it could 
serve as a green belt. The 
provincial government's un- 
certainty about what devel- 
opment may take place in the 
area though, she said, has 
made that option unaftrac- 
tive. 

Former mayor Ray Gibbon 
said he favored the cemetery 
site because ‘‘] don't want to 
be buried in Edmonton 
either."’ 

Alderman Liesbeth Bakker 
said she was glad to approve 
the cemetery site but she 
feared that ‘‘land-gobbling 
institutions of our Western 
society’’ would waste much 
of the land. ‘‘There are 
alternatives,’’ she said, ‘‘to 
present cemetery lay-outs as 
we know them in this con- 
tinent.’’ Tighter spacing of 
grave sites or standing the 
coffins on end might be two 
innovations to save land, she 
said.

Eugene Dmytruk told St. 
Albert city council Monday 
night that ‘‘after talking to 
most agencies the western 
by-puss is the most favorable 
and most likely.’’

Mr. Dymtruk made sev- 
eral predictions for St. Al- 
bert's growth.

Sewerage, pumphouses 
and reservoirs were all under 
discussion at Monday night's 
city council meeting. 

Council passed bylaws to 
issue debentures for con- 
struction of the Lacombe 
Park Reservoir and Pump- 
house, and for building and 
expansion of the Sturgeon 
Heights Pumphouse and 
Meter Chamber. 

Debentures for the La- 
combe project will total 
$857,500 at a maximum 
interest of 12 percent over 25 
years. The Sturgeon Heights 
construction will use $100,- 
529,230 in debentures at 12 
percent maximum interest 
over 25 years. 

Council also passed mo- 
tions to award both building 
contracts to Alberco Con- 
struction of St. Albert. The 
company’s bid of $1,142,243 
to build the Lacombe project 
was the lowest among 11 
bids. Their bid of $698,772 


for the Sturgeon Heights 
constructions was the lowest 
among four. 

Council also gave first 
reading to a bylaw which will 
allow the city to establish 
sewerage rates for users 
outside St. Albert. MD 
residents will pay various 
amounts, ranging from 25.4 
cents per 1,000 gallons for 
sewage treatment only, to 
$1.04 per 1,000 gallons for 
sewage treatment and trans- 
mission from the West End. 

City Manager Bob Byron 
said in a later interview that 
the agreement signed two 
weeks ago to set sewerage 
rates for MD residents is ‘‘a 
major milestone in relation- 
ships between the city and 
the MD."' Mr. Byron said the 
matter had been discussed 
for several years, and reso- 
lution of it represents a new 
and welcome pattern of co- 
operation between the two 
municipalities.

A local businessman is 
unhappy with a decision by 
the Separate School District 
to invite the Alberta Motor 
Association to teach driving 
theory in school facilities. 

Glen Landsborough of the 
St. Albert Driving School, 
says he applied in 1972 and 
1975 to the school board, 
seeking permission to con- 
duct classes in one of the 
schools. However, he was 
rejected on the grounds he 
ran a commercial operation, 

This year, the school 
district asked the AMA if 
they would conduct lessons 
for students during noon 
hours in one of the class- 
rooms at Paul Kane. They 
also extended their invitation 
to include any other driving 
school which wishes to teach 
driving theory to students 
only. District Superintendent 
Elmer Gish says there was no 
intent to overlook a local 
business, and that the 
decision to ask the AMA was 
based on its ‘‘good repu- 
tation’’. 

Mr. Landsborough feels 
that this is not an adequate 
justification, however. He 
says his school has a higher 
government rating than the 
AMA. Further he states that 
as a St. Albert businessman, 
he employs several single 
parents as instructors, all of 
whom are St. Albert resi- 
dents. He comments that he 
pays taxes to St. Albert and 
the school district, and has 
supported the school through 
advertising in school pub- 
lications, 

Mr. Landsborough is af- 
raid that the AMA's pre- 
sence in a St. Albert school 
will, as he puts it, ‘‘skim the 
cream"’ off the driver educa- 
tion business, by taking 
students who would normally 
go to him,

The rich soil of former 
gardens was covered by suburban lawns and 
city concrete, and the act of growing one's 
own food nearly became a rarefied folk art. 
Oddly enough, the inflation that Scourged the 
Past 50's years was also the instrument by 
which the garden was revived. We must not 


allow the concept to fade away again. We 
cannot lose the ability to sustain our own lives, 
and the provision of food is an essential part of 
the process. 


The monetary and nutritional benefits of home 
gardening are not all it has to offer. Nothing is 
SO soothing to a troubled spirit than plunging 
one's hands into the rich, black soil, or freeing 
a fledgling plant from the choking clutches of 
chickweed. A garden is life in microcosm, with 
all its elements of birth and death; good and 
bad; sickness and disease. Through this small 
plot of land, the gardener is given a brief 
glimpse of divine powers, as he brings order to 
his own little kingdom.

BOARD DEFENDS 
KINDERGARTEN FEE 


Parents of St. Albert Parish Kindergarten have opted 
for a quality education, by expressing support for the 
addition of another teacher (thus lowering the pupil 
teacher ratio to 20 to 1) and a program assistant. 

We are a private society, run by the parents and funded 
jointly by E.C.S. grants of $545 per pupil per year and by 
parent fees. Because we are not part of any school board 
and do not therefore receive additional tax dollars, the 
parents must subsidize any additional costs incurred. 

A province-wide study done in 1978, by the 
government’s Early Childhood Services Branch stated that 
privately run programs were more effective for parent 
involvement in; deciding goals and objectives, financial 
responsibilities, how childrens’ needs will be assessed, 
staffing policy materials and equipment, teaching 
approaches and overall evaluation of the program. These 
advantages we feel outweigh the financial commitment 
required by parents. The centralized location enhances an 
efficiently run program, It also allows teachers the

SEX EDUCATION 
BELONGS IN SCHOOLS 


I am responding to Education Minister Dave King’s 
statement as quoted by Andy Imlach in the May | issue 
of the Edmonton Journal. 

My contention is that sexuality education belongs in all 
areas of a person's life at whatever stage she/he is in. By 
sexuality, I mean the ways in which we act as males and 
as females and the ways in which others react to us as 
members of either sex. This includes behavior, attitudes 
and values, > 

Certainly families have the right and the responsibility 
to express the ethical and social values that they want for 
their children and young people. However, there is no 
guarantee that these values will be chosen by their 
offspring. 

Young people are constantly exposed to the sexual 
values of others - on the streets, in the school yards, and 
in the media. As mother of a pre-schooler, I would feel 
better knowing that willing, trained teachers were helping 
me in the sex education of my child rather than only his 
peers with their myths and “dirty, sexist jokes and 
stories” and the media with their stereo-typed images of 
males and females. 

Imperative in my definition of sex education are 
decision-making skills, tolerance of the values of others 
and a learning process by which my child will realize that 
he can and must make responsible decisions about his 
sexual behavior as well as in other areas of his life. 

We have begun constructing attitudes towards sex in 
our home with our son but I would also like him to be 
exposed to the range of values present in our society as he 
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proceeds through the school system. I see this experience 
as educational and enriching I hope that teachers would 
not present any of these values as “‘right” or “wrong” but 
would assist him in exploring both the positive and 
negative consequences of specific behaviors. He will thus 
receive objective viewpoints as well as the personal values 
that are present in our home. 

I agree with Education Minister King that a number of 
parents need help in learning how to become more 
comfortable in talking about sex with our children. This is 
a topic that many of our parents did not know how to talk 
to us about so we lack information and ease. There are a 
number of agencies and people in the city. that have 
resources to help us, Planned Parenthood being one of 
these. 

It is revealing to me that a course offered recently by 
U. of A. Department of Extension called **Communica- 
ting Better About Sex: A Workshop/Seminar for Parents 
and Teenagers” was cancelled due to lack of registration 
while a “Money Management” seminar offered by 
Consumer Affairs was filled, another set up and filled and 
a waiting list started for a third seminar, Does this say 
anything about our priorities? 

Sex is an area in our lives in which there isa lot of 
action but about which there appears to be only a little 
constructive talk.

Lower standard track 


results from estimate 


St. A!vert won't be getting 
quite the running track that it 
planned for the Alberta 
Summer Games this August 
because of an underesti- 
mation of construction costs. 

A retaining wall at one end 
of the track will be missing, 
and curbing around the track 
will be modified and less 
costly. 

City Manager Bob Byron 
told city council at its 
meeting Monday night that 
the bid for construction of the 
track and field facilities for 
the Games was $70,000 more 
than had been expected. 

Standard General Con- 
struction’s bid was the only 
one submitted. A consulting 

rm hired by the city, MTB 

onsultants, reported to 
council that the Games 
project was too specialized 
for some contractors, that the 
current work load com- 
mitment was too great for 
others, and that time con- 
straints were too severe for 
the rest. 

Standard General's first 


bid for the project, submitted, 


on April 12, was $412,301.20. 
City council had been told to 
expect about $290,000. 


After consulting _ the 
city's representatives, Stan- 
dard General submitted a 
second bid on May 4 for 
$358,683.70 -- still $68,000 
more than the city had 
planned for. 

City council passed a 
motion Monday night from 
Alderman Barry Breadner to 
accept the second bid with 
the condition that the city 
will try to negotiate an even 
lower amount, 

Alderman Liesbeth Bakk- 
er's motion to table the 
matter for further study at a 
later meeting was defeated. 
Mayor Ron Harvey said the 
decision had to be made 
quickly because the city 
“*needs the time to get 
building on it right away." 

Mr. Byron agreed, noting 
that if council wanted the 
more expensive, higher-qua- 
lity track, then they had to 
decide immediately. To delay 
the decision would be to cut 
into the extra time that would 
be needed to build the more 
elaborate facilities. 

Thus, he said, even if 
council delayed making a 
decision it would still have 
committed itself to a lower 
standard of track.

Representatives of The 
Alberta Teachers’ Associa- 
tion met with the new 
Minister of Education for the 
first time on May 3, and 
called for guarantees of 
minority language rights, 
caution in changes in student 
evaluation procedures and 
“frank discussion about the 
Association and its place in 
educational affairs in the 
province,” 

The submission to David 

@ King conveyed concerns 
raised at the March general 
assembly of teachers, and 
praised the government for 
its efforts to improve funding 
of special education and 
counter the effects of declin- 
ing enrolments. 

A major commitment 
sought by the ATA was to a 
legislative guarantee ‘‘that 
parents have the right to 
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choose the official Canadian 
language in which their 
children should be educated, 
and that children should 
have the opportunities to 
become fluent in both official 
languages,"’ 

ATA representatives also 
wanted to know what had 
happened to some of the 
recommendations made over 
two years ago by the Mini- 
ster’s Advisory Committee 
on School Finance.

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A special report on split grade classes 


Students may benefit from 
split-grade classes, accord- 
ing to a University of Calgary 
professor and an Edmonton 
Public School Board report. 

Dr. Emma Plattor told an 
education committee meet- 
ing May 2 that split-grade 
classes are successful for 
teachers who want to teach 
them. 

However, teachers need 
considerable administrative 
support to conduct classes 
with more than one grade, 
she said. 

She views split-grade clas- 
ses as supplements to regu- 
lar single-grade classes -- not 


as a replacement for them. 
“It’s just that there are 
other ways of running a 
railroad,"’ she said. 
Students gain from the 
association with different age 
groups, helping and learning 
from one another, she added, 
Teachers forced into split- 
gtade classes because of 
declining enrollments 
‘‘might hope people have 
more babies,’ she said. 
Instead, they could 
examine split grade classes: 
for the benefits she sees in 
them, she continued. 
A school administration 
study into split grades found 
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pupil performance improved 
in reading and mathematics 
if the students were the 
youngest in a multi-graded 
class. 

However, only superior 
students could be placed in 
the higher grade to receive 
average academic benefits. 

The report suggests that 
multigrade classes should 
continue to exist, but re- 
commended placing students 
in multigrade classes who 
can best benefit from the 
arrangement. 

It also suggested that 
teachers should be assigned 
to multigrade teaching on a 
most-willing basis. 


TEACHER WORKLOAD 
INCREASES 


The report finds that 
teachers and principals feel 
multigrade classes increase 
teacher workloads and that 
teachers need more prepara- 
tion time and smaller classes 
when teaching split grades. 

Parents were equally di- 
‘vided between satisfaction 
and dissatisfaction with their 
child’s placement in multi- 
grade class. 

Half the principals felt 
multiple-grade classes were 
inadvisable. Another group 
{felt the classes were ad- 
jvisable, but only because 
there is no practical alter- 
native. 

Principals most frequently 
cited low school enrollment 
or their desire to maintain 
uniform class sizes as rea- 
sons for forming split-grade 


classes. 

Another testimonial for 
split-grade classes came 
from Ruth Duncan, principal 
of University Elementary 
School at Calgary. 

Mrs. Duncan said she 
prefers split-grade classes, 
as do her teachers. However, 
she knows of other schools 
where split-grade classes 
would not be successful 
because staff members are 
opposed to the system. 

Marilyn Young, president 
of the Edmonton Local of the 
Alberta Teachers’ Associa- 
tion, told trustees that 
schools should identify basic 
goals before embarking on 
split-grade classes. 

‘Is it social or is it 
academic? I would hope it is 
a combination of both,’’ she 
said. 

However, the extreme 
value of split-grade classes 
leans toward the social side 
of student development, she 
added. 


COULD HAVE NEGATIVE 
EFFECT 


Calling for additional re- 
search into the academic 
affects of split-grade teach- 
ing, she noted a visiting 
British education researcher 
recently told her that the 
effects of multiple-grade 
classes fall off in the later 
years of 1 child's education. 

In fact, split-grading may 
have a negative effect on 
student academic develop- 
ment over the long haul, she 
said. 

Ted Coxford, principal of 


Lauderdale Elementary Sch- 
ool, said he is in ‘‘great 
favor’’ of split-grade systems 
in which teachers get ade- 
quate support from admini- 
strators. 

However, most teachers 
are not in favor of simply 
placing more than one grade 
under a teacher with less 
than adequate resources and 
in the wrong atmosphere. 

Dr. A. MacKay, director of

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Mitchell play engrossing but unsure of itself

It's uneven, unbelievable 
and uncertain of its own 
purpose. However, despite 
all this, W.O. Mitchell's 
‘*Back to Beulah"’ is engros- 
sing. Given the playwright’s 
arid wit, and the situation in 
which he has placed his 


characters, it could hardly be 
anything else. The scene is a 
halfway house for slightly 
loopy ladies who have re- 
cently ‘graduated’ from a 
psychiatric institution. Three 
such ladies live in the houge:

community is the good Dr. 
Anders, a lady given to 
impossible ideals and cosy 
homilies. Joe Parsons, a 
handyman, grumbles about 
the place doing the chores, 
accompanying himself with a 
constant stream of profanity. 

The play revolves around a 
short-lived mutiny which 
erupts when the women turn 
the tables on the doctor. 
Harriet is the chief insti- 
gator. Her cause is the 
shabby state (as she per- 
ceives it) of Doctor Anders’ 
morals. However, she does 
not immediately reveal this 
and seizes on a question of 
illusion versus reality to 
trigger the uprising. When 
the doctor states that Agnes’ 
baby is actually a doll, all 
three deny it, insisting it is a 
baby. The question of the 
real versus the image is a 
question that poses delight- 
ful paradoxes if handled 
deftly. Unfortunately, having 
laid the foundation for what 
could be a biting exercise in 
black humour, Mitchell 
doesn't follow through. 

This failure to pursue the 
grim humour of the situation 
in a consistent manner is the 
central problem with this 
play, but one that could be 
corrected with radical editing 
and re-working. The situa- 
tion cries out for an absurdist 
treatment reminiscent of 
Samuel Beckett. However, 
rather than black humour, 
Mitchell contents himself 
with greys. As a result, the 
play wanders, wavering be- 
tween the absurd, the 
dramatic and the sit-com, 
This lack of certainy was 
reflected in the audience's 
reaction. Guffaws of laughter 
burst forth at bizarre mom- 
ents, such as during the 
opening scene, when poor 
Harriet is seen rocking in her 
chair with manic energy, her 
legs akimbo; or when the 
doctor is forced to take drugs 
which could well kill her. 
Had Mitchell exploited the 
absence of reason that 
prompts the women’s ac- 
tions, the black insanity of it 
all would have muted the 
laughter to an ironic chuckle. 

Although they had to cope 
with a play that lacked 
definition, the Northern 
Light Company turned in 
some scrupulously crafted 
performances, As Harriet, 
Mickey Macdonald was dy- 
namite, looking every inch 
the drawn, suffering fanatic. 
(Having lived in a town 
dominated by a psychiatric 
hospital, I can attest to the 
accuracy of her portrayal). 
Macdonald builds Harriet up 
gradually. She is at first 
amenable, then truculent 
and then downright pois- 
onous. When Macdonald 
finally opens up and lets us 
see the real Harriet, in all her 
intelligence, guile and mal- 
ice, the effect is stunning.

Mitchell draws Betty as a 
sweet, dippy old girl, all petit 
point and lavender. How- 
ever, he can't resist putting 
his own wisecracks in her 
mouth, with startling results. 
For instance, having shown 
little sophistication, Betty! 
remarks that Harriet's gory 


religious painting is of the 
“‘rococco open heart surgery 
school."’ This is more Mit- 
chell than Betty. Casson 
gives Betty a child-like inno- 
cence that is in grotesque 
contrast to her behavior later 
in the play. She takes Betty 
from the sweet to the sinister 
and back again with delight- 
ful ease, and captured the 
absurd quality nicely. 

Agnes rounds out the trio, 
and Kathy Ball plays her 
with an exuberance that 
borders on excess. However, 
the fault is as much Mit- 
chell’s as hers, as he puts 
words in Agnes’ mouth 
which are not consistent with 
a girl who is warped by 
insecurity after a traumatic 
time in the hospital and 
involuntary sterilization. Ag- 
nes seems a little too healthy 
to be credible and Ball makes 
her even bouncier. 

As the doctor, Angela 
Gann plays the sunny, jolly 
sort she has done so well in 
the past. However, Mit- 
chell’s portrait of a psy-

chiatrist makes one think he 
is not too familiar with the 
breed. The profession's as- 
tronomical suicide rate in- 
dicates that jollity is not one 
of the group's dominant 
characteristics. Gann gets a 
chance to reach beyond the 
camp-counsellor image when 
she is drugged. Her crisp 
speech is thickened and her 
fear is palpable. 

Wally McSween, who like 
Mickey Macdonald plays 
salt-of-the-earth types por- 
trays Joe with grouchy 
amiability. He is gruff but 
eminently sane, a rare 
quality in this house. When 
Joe croons and curses to the 
furnace, McSween opts for 
the absent minded profanity 
of one who swears so often 
the words become mere 
punctuation and its more 
effective than a more vehe- 
ment approach, 

**Back to Beulah"’ is an 
entertaining play, with pot- 
ential to be much more, In its 
present state, it should go 
back to Mitchell.

Issue warning to 


do-it-yourselfers 


A number of home owners 
are getting into the do-it- 
yourself thing, mainly be- 
cause of the high cost of 
hiring out home improve- 
ment jobs. 

The Canadian Standards 
Association has recently 
come out with a warning for 
‘do-it-yourselfers’ - especia- 
lly those who are adding 
insulation to ceilings or 
building recreation rooms. 

Even those who are hiring 
contractors to do the work 
should be aware of the 
problem as it seems that 
some of the newer insulation 
companies are not familiar 


with the regulations either. 

The Canadian Standards 
Association says that insula- 
tion should be at least six 
inches away from recessed 
lighting - even if the light is 
enclosed in a box. It does not 
take much overheating to 
ignite insulation materials. 

Anyone building or adding 
onto their home would be 
well advised to take heed and 
follow these Canadian Stan- 
dards Association guide- 
lines. In fact, it might be a 
wise move to have a look in 
your attic to be sure you are 
not already living in a fire 
trap.

Noni’s first statement was 
that play is most important 
for the emotional, physical 
and intellectual development 
of the child, So the next time 
you interrupt your child's 
play, think about how you 
feel when someone interr- 
upts something important 
that you are doing!

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A CHILD’S TIME 


It is important to try and 
set aside each day some 
specific time, i.e. 10 minutes 
to whatever fits with you, 
just to play with your 
child(ren). It is ‘their time.’’ 
It is also important to be 
consistent in setting aside 
this time each day for each 
child. The child learns that 
this is his/her time with 
Mom or Dad and looks 
forward to this individual 
attention. 


PLAYTIME ACTIVITIES 
Music ... Puppets ... 
Movement ... Games 


Do you sing songs with 
your child? Most children 
love music... love to move 
around or dance to music. 
Some songs that Noni in- 
troduced to us ranged from 
‘‘Bingo"’ to ‘‘Boom Boom”’ 
‘0 ‘‘O Mister Moon”’ ... 

With many of the songs, 
some actions can be in- 
corporated such as standing 
up, sitting down or playing 
along with homemade music 
instruments. 

Some movement areas, 
with singing, involved the 
words to ‘‘Inky Dinky Spi- 
der'’ and ‘‘There’s a Big 
Waligator’’ and ‘‘Hokey 
Pokey,’* etc. 

Puppets was another area 
of learning for kids. One can 
make his own puppet from 
odds 'n ends in the home and 
then put on a puppet show. 
Noni stressed that it is 
important to have someone 
watch the child’s puppet 
show. 

For groups of children (at 
parties or with neighbour- 
hood kids) games can be fun 
as well as a learning ex- 
perience. What about a 
baseball game using a soft, 
large wool ball and a plastic 
bat? What about ‘‘knots’’ 
where you are in a circle and 
join hands with the person 
across from you and you then 
try to ‘‘undo’’ the knot to 
form a circle?

PLANT EARLY 


There are many annual 
bedding plants that can be 
planted early as a slight frost 
*‘cuts them back"’ to produce 
bushier, fuller plants. Such 
plants include petunias, 
pansies, snapdragons and 
dianthus. 

Some annual flowers do 
well by planting them from 
seed - zinnias and sweet 
peas. 

For vegetables, Lois re- 
commends putting in a few 
tomato plants early so you 
can have fruit really early, or 
put in whole potatoes now 
and then later on, you could 
put in potato halves, so you 
will have potatoes from 
mid-July until freeze-up. 


A TIP TO CONTROL 
WEEDS 


For small gardens, Lois 
has some really great advice 
to decrease the amount of 
weeding. She says that about 
10 days after planting the 
seeds, lightly rake the whole 
garden in order to move the 
soil around. 


WHY DO BEDDING 
PLANTS ‘‘DIE’’? 


Bedding plants should be 
planted on a cool day or 
without the intense sun- 
shine. These plants need a 
great deal of water. So, water 
plants as soon as you put 
them in the soil and check 
them regularly for additional 
watering. 


“EXTRAS”... 

*Plant onions and turnips 
and aster flowers in a 
different location every year 
to decrease diseases, etc. 

*In planting green peas, 
plant seeds thick - same for 
green and yellow beans. 

*When planting peas, 
beans, sweet peas, use

The good old institution of childhood 
is growing up fast in a world in which 
adulthood is being thrust upon 
youngsters ever-earlier. How can 
parents meet the challenge of 
raising the new children? It's a 
question of “why” versus “why not"... 


The following is the first segment of a 
two-part series as it appeared in the May 
Royal Bank Letter. 


In the past two decades the institution of 
childhood in the western world has been 
changing at such a snowballing pace that 
adults in general and parents in particular 
are becoming more and more bewildered 
about it. To put it in the vernacular, nobody 
seems to understand kids any more. 
Perhaps adults never did understand them 
very well, but in times past, most parents 
at least managed to raise their own 
offspring to the satisfaction of both parties. 
Today, however, the lives and attitudes of 
children are so beset with complexity that 
the efficacy of traditional methods of 
child-rearing has been thrown into serious 
doubt. 

Whatever happened to childhood? The 
short answer is nothing more or less than 
what has happened to western society in 
general. The old institutions, the old social 
mores, have been shaken by the 
onslaughts of the new rebelliousness and 
the ‘‘me’’ generation, and nothing new has 
come to reinforce them or take their place. 
The watchword of our society has become 
‘“‘why not?"’ and all the answers appear 
trite and stodgy beside the glitter of the 
wonderful promise of untrammelled free- 
dom. If ‘‘why-notism’’ has caused dis- 
orientation among adults, it has left 
children at sea in a storm of contradictions 
and inchoate ideas. 

To add to all the age-old agonies of 
growing up, today’s youth faces a 
formidable array of fresh psychological 
pressures. The New York psycho-analyst 
Dr. Ira Mintz describes the new forces 
weighing on children’s lives as ‘‘wide- 
spread violence, excessive permissiveness, 
excessive sexual stimulation, and the 
cynical hedonistic values of the ‘art’ 
culture."’ Children are also under pressure 
to rebel against authority, meaning their 
parents and the educational system. They 
can hardly help being caught up in the 
general drive for fuller rights for all kinds 
of minorities. 

And the fact is that children are 
oppressed and maltreated in many parts of 
the world; this has been recognized by the 
declaration of 1979 as **The International 
Year of the Child’’ by the United Nations. 
In general, those in the more fortunate 
countries of the west do not appear to be 
downtrodden, but many authorities on the 
subject insist that this appearance is 
deceiving. They say that the most 
defenceless members of our society remain 
the farthest away from equality. They are 
encouraging the advance of ‘‘child power’ 
and children indeed are becoming more 
forward in asserting their real or imagined 
rights. 

Yet when it comes to a little bargaining 
with children, many adults are helplessly 


incompetent. Their own upbringing has not 
prepared them to do anything but mount a 
hostile defensive front. ‘Adults are usually 
deeply disturbed at the notion that children 
are their social equals,’’ writes child 
behavioural expert Dr. Rudolf Dreikurs. 
“They indignantly deny such a possibility. 
‘Don’t be ridiculous. I know more than my 
child does. He can’t possibly be my equal.’ 
No. Of course not. Not in knowledge or 
experience or skill. But these things don’t 
indicate equality - even among adults. 
Equality does not mean uniformity! 
Equality means that people, despite all 
their individual differences and abilities, 
have equal claims on dignity and respect.”’ 

Dr. Dreikurs goes on to say that North 
American children are quick to realize that 
they have a case for greater independence. 
They have been put in this frame of mind 
by their own parents, who have allowed 
them much more freedom than previous 
generations ever enjoyed. They get out of 
their homes and out into the world earlier 
and more often. Many begin junior 
kindergarten at the age of four, two years 
earlier than the school-starting age a 
couple of decades ago. Young children are 
engaged in other activities outside of the 
home, such as organized sports and things 
like dancing lessons. A tangle has resulted 
because parents, while easing children out 
of the scope of their authority, at the same 
time are trying to impose the full range of 
parental control. 

The resultant confusion is such that 
some parents are turning for help to 
outside sources. They are enrolling in 
ever-increasing numbers in courses de- 
signed to improve their parental skills. 
Possibly the best-known of these is Parent 
Effectiveness Training, developed by Dr. 
Gordon Thomas of Pasadena, California. In 
Canada the Alfred Adler Institute of 
Ontario has organized groups across the 
country. Among its main aims is to teach 
parents to deal with their children ona 
more equal plane. 

Is this mere old-fashioned coddling in a 
flashy new guise? Or a headlong rush to 
even more permissiveness which the 
parents will regret later? Neither, say the 
experts: they are convinced that methods 
of bringing up children have not kept pace 
with the times. 

One fundamental reason for this, they 
say, is that children now mature physically 
much earlier than previously. According to 
the Menninger Foundation of Topeka, 
Kansas, they are reaching pubescence as 
much as two years sooner than children did 
only 10 years ago. Obviously this makes 
quite a difference in dealing with them. An 
11-year-old today is simply not the same 
kind of human being as an 11-year-old 20 
years ago. 

The pace of intellectual development has 
also changed - some say for the worse, 
some for the better. In any case, today’s 
children have been subjected to the full 
range of the“teachings of television; the 
average child on this continent has 
watched something like 8,000 hours of TV 
before he or she even starts school. During 
their school years they are exposed by the

CHILDREN ARE NOW DEMANDING 
A VOICE IN SETTING THE RULES 


Through television, children are in- 
fluenced by the bumptious TV-age social 
crusaders who never miss a chance to 
excoriate the ‘‘Establishment’’. Their 
example of assertiveness may be followed 
in children’s dealings with their own 
“Establishment’’ in the home. Right or 
wrong, children now tend to reject a 
heavily-authoritarian approach to their 
upbringing. They balk with vigour and 
confidence at hard and fast rules as to what 


they will wear, what they will study, how 
they will spend their free time, who their 
companions will be, and how they will 
generally behave. They are now claiming a 
voice in these decisions. And the 
exasperated parent who reacts with 
rancour towards ‘‘uppity kids’’ not only is 
unlikely to quell the rebellion, but runs the 
risk of pushing the prohibited activities 
underground, 

The alternative is to try to understand 
what youngsters are now going through, 
and to be prepared to reason with them on 
their own level. The institution of 
childhood is not immutable, and neither 
are its rules. In fact it did not exist until 
relatively recent times; family life as we 
know it today is a quite new invention. 
Before the 18th century, about 80 percent 
of the people in a country such as Great 
Britain lived in hovels. Children had no 
special status in these cramped quarters, 
and most of them got no education. They 
grew up to emulate their parents because 
they had little choice.

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When the People’s Church 
of Edmonton moves to St. 
Albert within the next year, 
its congregation doesn't plan 
on just any old building for 
worship services. 

A $2.75 million community 
centre, complete with ban- 
quet and meeting halls, 
administration offices, a gar- 
den courtyard and even a 
pool will be built on their 
26.7-acre site near St. Albert 
Trail and 156 Street. 

Pastor Laurie Hueppelsh- 
euser (pronounced Hip-el- 
hi-zer) says the church's 
plans call for a ‘‘multi- 
purpose complex, designed 
to serve God’s community 
seven days a week.” 

A low-level building with 
moveable walls, futuristic 
curves and an_ enclosed 
courtyard is planned. ‘‘A 
gymnasium will double as 
the sanctuary,’’ Mr. Huep- 
pelsheuser said. 

The recreational pool will 


be built because some kind of 


reservoir is needed in case of 
fire. The church's land 
doesn't fall under either 
Edmonton or St. Albert fire 
jurisdiction at the moment, 
he said, and so if some kind 
of reservoir must be built, it 
might as well as be a useful 
one, 

The pastor said the 
People's Church is moving to 
St. Albert because the cost of 
land in Edmonton is too 
expensive for the quantity 
that the congregation wanted 
to buy. 

‘*To get a few acres ata 
reasonable price we had to 
come out this far,"’ he said. 
‘‘And we wanted to buy a

few acres, not just a few lots. 
We'll be developing 26 acres 
with a total life concept.’’ 

In any case, Mr. Huep- 
pelsheuser said, locating 
their church on the edge of 
Edmonton won't be any 
problem because the area is 
growing quickly and is easily 
accessible from several dir- 
ections. 

The People’s Church 
bought their land, which 
fronts onto 156 Street, last 
November. The only thing 
stopping them from begin- 
ning construction is the sale 
of their 101 Street church in 
Edmonton. But selling that 
building, Mr. Hueppelsh- 
euser said, shouldn't be too 
difficult because it’s less 
than two years old, three 
storeys high, and can easily 
be converted to an office 
building.

of other things. It’s rather 
incongruous how we ekvate 
careers and lower home- 
making to the common-place 

Mothers put in long hard 
hours. A little girl asked her 
daddy, ‘‘What’sa slave?"’ 
He explained as best he 
could. When he was through, 
she looked at her daddy and 
asked, ‘‘Is that what Mommy 
is?”’ 

Though wonderful to have 
a mother who has taken good 
physical and material care of 
us, far more blessed are 
those whose mothers have 
provided spiritual training. A 
mother’s job is far more than 
providing for the temporal 
welfare of her children, She 
must give moral and spiritual 
care. She must be a teacher 
of Christian things to her 
sons and daughters. Yet 
millions of boys and girls are 
growing up without Christian 
instruction. 

Sometimes we rear our 
children as though we were 
raising prize cattle on the 
hoof. We see that our 
children get milk, balanced 


lunches, polio shots, vac- 
cination, but too often forget 
they have immortal souls. 
Many mothers not only fail 
to give their children spir- 
itual help, but rarely darken 
the door of a church, 
Profound is the influence 
of a mother. ‘'The hand that 
rocks the cradle rules the 
world.’’ Since a child is 
impressionable, and his mo- 
ther is his first university, 
she largely shapes his views, 
opinions and morals. How 
often, after describing the 
reign of an Old Testament 
king, this statement follows: 
“And his mother's name 
was ...’’ This close con- 
nection between the charac- 
ter of a king’s rule and his 
mother’s name suggests that 
his mother had much to do 
with whether he was good or 
evil. To fail to prepare our 
children for moral living and, 
more serious, to fail to 
prepare them for the world to 
come by not teaching them 
the gospel of Christ, is 
dereliction of duty.

In a Tuesday night in- 
terview Mr. Horner con- 
firmed that he has been 
chosen by the Sturgeon 
District school board over 
*‘several’’ other candidates. 
He said he received a call 
from the board yesterday and 
verbally accepted the posi- 
tion at that time. A written 
contract from superintendent 
Frank Robinson is to follow 
later, he said. 

Mr. Horner, 48, said he 
knows very little about the 
details surrounding his pre- 
decessor, Bill MacDonald. 
Mr. MacDonald's one-year 
term as acting-principal at 
Sturgeon Composite is end- 
ing on May 18 and school 
trustees have voted not to 
appoint him as permanent 
principal. 

Mr. Horner said he's seen 
television news clips which 
showed students protesting 
on Mr. MacDonald's behalf, 
and he is aware that 
emotions surrounding the 
issue are still running high. 
He said, however, that he 
isn't worried about being the 
newcomer. ‘‘By September 
things will have calmed 
down, I'm not overly an- 
xious, but I could be mis- 
reading the situation.’’ 

He said that he couldn't be 
a judge of the trustees’ 
decision concerning Mr. 
MacDonald, but added that 
“I think parents must be able 
to accept the fact that they've 
elected trustees to make 
their decisions for them, 
right or wrong."’ 

A former MP for the 
Saskatchewan riding of Batt- 
leford-Kinsley, Mr. Horner 
has been principal of Harry 


Collins High School in Hin- 
ton,.Alberta for four-and- 
a-half years. His term in 
Ottawa began in 1972 and 
ended with the 1974 election 
-- 8S votes short of victory. 

Before his principalship in 
Hinton and his term as an 
MP, Mr. Horner was a 
principal in Rosetown, Sask- 
atchewan and a teacher in 
several towns, including 
Major, Saskatchewan. 

He has an engineering 
degree, a bachelor of edu- 
cation degree, and is curr- 
ently studying during the 
summers for his masters of 
Education Administration. 

Mr. Horner and his wife 
Ann have three children 
living at home, aged 7, 10 


and three weeks. ‘We're 
just a young married 
couple,"’ he said. 

Coming to Sturgeon Com- 
posite High School means 
“leaving a very secure 
position, taking a decrease in 
salary and paying for the cost 
of moving."’ It's worth it 
though, he said, because 
“it’s a move up profes- 
sionally."’ 

He said he wants to teach 
in a senior high school like 
Sturgeon Composite with its 
grades 10 through 12 rather 
than where he is now with 
grades 7 to 12, He added that 
his present school isn’t 
nearly as new or attractive as 
Sturgeon Composite. 


MacDonald's future 
decided today? 


Bill MacDonald's days as 
acting-principal at Sturgeon 
Composite High School may 
be numbered but there’s no 
telling where he may go after 
trustees meet today. 

Sturgeon District school 
board members will be 
voting on a notice of motion 
from trustee Keith Everitt to 
designate Mr. MacDonald as 
a vice-principal at Sturgeon 
Composite. His term as 
acting-principal ends on May 
18 and trustees have voted 
not to appoint him as 
permanent principal. 

Three trustees Mr. 
Everitt, Joyce Porsild and 
John McDonell -- have in- 
dicated that they'll support 
the bid to make Mr. Mac- 
Donald a vice-principal, The 
other four say they won't 
comment before the meet- 
ing. 

One fact that may compli- 
cate this compromise move, 


Mr. McDonell said, is that 
Sturgeon Composite already 
has two vice-principals and 
doesn't need (and hasn't 
budgeted for) any more, He 
said that means ‘‘trustees 
have to weigh whether it's 
worth setting up another 
position.”’ 

Mr. McDonell said one 
alternative may be to make 
Mr. MacDonald a vice-prin- 
cipal at Sturgeon Heights 
School (grades K to 9), The 
present vice-principal, Mar- 
lene Russell, has been made 
principal of Redwater School 
(grades K to 12). 

However at least one 
trustee has indicated that 
more thought may be needed 
before deciding if Mr. Mac- 
Donald -- currently a prin- 
cipal at a senior school -- 
could or should be the 
principal of an elementary 
school,

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Christian Farmers concerned 
at Burns closure 


The sudden announcement 
on April 17 by Mr. David F. 
Ritchie, president of Burns 
Meats Ltd., to close down its 
meat packing facilities in 
Edmonton concerns the 
Christian Farmers Federa- 
tion. 

The Federation recognizes 
the recent financial losses of 
the two Burns’ Alberta 
plants due to operation of the 
two facilities at volumes 
substantially below capacity, 
but finds the 30-day lay-off 
notices given to about 300 
people as socially irrespon- 
sible. ‘*These kinds of labour 
relationships,’’ says Jacob 
Vander Schaaf, ‘‘are archiac, 
and certainly call for the 
development of more socially 
responsible labour-manage- 
ment guidelines. It is the 
Alberta Government's res- 
ponsibility to ensure that 
companies include not just 
the economic factors in their 
decision making processes." 

The closure of the Burns 
facilities requires the agri- 
culture and the food industry 
to critically evaluate the 
so-called free market place. 
The ‘*boom and bust cycles"’ 
in agriculture have ramifi- 
cations beyond the farm 
gate, and the Christian 
Farmers calls for measures 
which ensures a higher and 
more stable livestock pro- 
duction levels in both the hog 
and beef industry in western 
Canada to help alleviate the 
overcapacity in the Albertan 
meat processing plants. 

The Alberta Government 
needs to give priority in its 
economic development stra- 
tegies to strengthen the 
livestock production sector, 
The reduction in livestock 
production of the last few 
years in the hog and espe- 
cially beef has seriously 
undermined the longterm 
viability of the livestock and 
meat processing industry, 
says CFF's director, 

“The reopening of a 
Calgary hog slaughter and 
processing facility is good for 


the Alberta Hog industry," 
says Jacob Vander Schaaf. 
Southern Albertan hogs can 
be shipped to Calgary re- 
sulting in approximately a 
$500,000 reduction in hog 


freight costs. 

The Christian Farmers 
Federation views the esta- 
blishment of Calgary facil- 
ities in line with its policy of a 
balanced and decentralized 


agricultural industry for the 
province, and hopes that a 
stronger hog industry can 
develop in the Peace River 
area,

Would Rather Be a Turnip" 
by Vera and Bill Cleaver, 
Signet Publisher, 

If you have read ‘‘Are You 
There God? It's Me, Mar- 
garet,’’ you are probably 
already an avid Judy Blume 
fan, but if you cannot get 
your hands on her first book, 
you will enjoy both ‘‘Blu- 
bber"’ and ‘‘Tales of a Fourth 
Grade Nothing."’ ‘‘Blubber"’ 
is the name given to Linda 
Fischer after giving her class 
a report on whales, A strong 
tale about making and keep- 
ing friends, and a situation in 
which any student could find 
themselves. 

“Tales of a Fourth Grade 
Nothing’’ by the same 
author, on the other hand, is 
an often hilariously funny 
and happy story. Any fourth 
grader would agree that 
Peter Hatcher has a terrible 
problem - his two year old 
brother ‘Fudge’. He invar- 
iably creates trouble for 
Peter in one form or another. 
If you have a younger brother 
or sister, this is the book for 
you. 

“IT Would Rather Be A 
Turnip” also depicts a family 
relationship but one with 
problems of a different kind. 
Twelve year old Annie Jelks, 
spunky daughter of the local 
pharmacist in a southern 
Californian town, finds that 
the people whom sh» had 


considered to be her true 
friends are not at all reliable. 
Annie discovers what grow- 
ing up is all about, what is 
really important in life, and 
who her true friends are. 

Two books by Kin Platt, a 
well known author of many 
books for young people, 
show the lives of two other 
families with real problems 
that make one's own appear 
quite small in comparison. 
“The Boy Who Could Make 
Himself Disappear’ is likely 
to leave you crying at the 
end, although it does end on 
a hopeful note. Roger Baxter 
is the left-over product of an 
unsatisfactory marriage.

Pioneer resident dies 


On April 22, 1979, Mrs. 
Blanche Estelle Rowswell, an 
early pioneer, passed away 
at the age of 98. As each 
pioneer passes, a treasure of 
memories goes with them. It 
is unlikely that ever again in 
history will a generation be 
subject to such change. A 
time of hardships and yet 
great excitement and chall- 
enge. 

Blanche, born at Hay 
Lakes on June 19, 1880, is 
said to have been the second 
white person born in the 
district. Daughter of the late 
Thomas and Sarah Jones 
(Stanton) Hutchings, Blan- 
che was the first of six 
children. Thomas and his 
brother Alfred conducted a 
trading post with the Indians 
at Bittern Lake, previous to 
their move in April 1881, to 
what is known as the Poplar 
Lake district, north of Ea- 
monton,. 

Among her childhood 
memories, Blanche recalled 
being taken to the safety of 
the Catholic mission in St. 
Albert during the Riel 
Rebellion in 1885S. 

Blanche was married to 
Giles Hayward Rowswell on 
December 17, 1902, by the 
late Dr. D, G. McQueen. Mr. 
Rowswell, a gative of Forfar 
in the county of Leeds, 
Ontario, came west in 1889 
with his family to homestead 
at Poplar Lake. 

Hayward and Blanche 
settled on a farm in the same 
district, where through the 
years they raised 12 children, 
six sons and six daughters. 
Mr. Rowswell was a found- 
ing member of the Edmonton 
Exhibition Association, while 
Mrs. Rows , when not 
attending to children, was an 
active member in the Wo- 
men’s Institute. 

Mrs. Rowswell had artistic 
leanings, as illustrated in a 
scenic oil painting of the 
Saskatchewan River, still in 
possession of a family mem- 
ber. Her talents did not stop 
there; she mastered the skills 
of soap making, quilting, 
darning and patching, bak- 
ing, gardening and pre- 
serving, in an effort to stand 
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firm on her conviction, 
‘‘Waste not, Want not.” 
Mr. Rowswell passed away 
on April 12, 1955. Mrs. 
Rowswell remained on the 
farm until the mid-1960's. 
She spent a short period at 
Rivercrest Lodge Nursing 
Home in Fort Saskatchewan, 
but anxious to be on her own 
again moved to Pigeon Lake 
to a cabin adjacent to the 
home of her daughter, Dot. 
Here she was able to 
continue her crafts. Mrs. 
Rowswell enjoyed reminis- 
cing with her many friends 
and family. Although a 
‘‘grandmother’’ in most 
terms of the word, she had a 
fairly modern outlook on life. 
She kept in tune with the 
happenings of the world. 
Later she moved to the 
Westlock Nursing Home, 
close to her daughter Emily 
of Pibroch. Her final place of 
residence was at the Jubilee 
Lodge ‘Nursing Home in 
Edmonton, until November, 
1978, when she suffered a 
severe stroke and was 


hospitalized at the Royal 
Alexandra Hospital until her 
death.
